The Particulars of the Affair. 


On last Sanday evening a tremendous excitement 

was created in this city, in consequence of a rumor 
getting abroad that a fugitive slave was under ar- 
rest at the Commercial Hotel, and about to be tak- 
en back to bondage without the poor interference 
of even a U. S. Comngissioner. 
On, last Saturday afternoon aout one o'clock, 
Mr. Samuel Thompson came to this city with a ne- 
gro boy aged some sixteen years, named Samuel 
Gantz. The two took lodgings at the ,Commercidl 
Hotel, corner of Sherman and Van Buren streets 
and remained there qnietly until Sanday evening, 
*“ which time they intended to go on to Spring 
Grove, neat Monmouth, in Warren County, where 
Mr. Thompson resides on a large farm. Fourteen 
years ago Mr. Thompson resided ia Juniata County, 
Penosyivania, and one morning he met a colored 
woman walking with a babe ‘in her arms, and a 
little boy about two years old walking by her side 
and crying bitterly. Mr. Thompson questioned the 
wom n, and finally persuaded her to indenture the 
boy to him as an apprentice. This boy is Sameel 
Gantz, the supposed fugitive slave. About a year 
agu, Mr. Thompson sold bis farm there and came to 
Warren County, in this State, to reside. Gantz 
was left with Thompson's brother. On returning 
to Janiate this sammer, Mr. Thompson found that 
his brother bad gone away, leaving the colored boy 
in charge of a tenant on the farm. The boy com- 
plained of being badly treated, and begged Mr. 
Thompson to take him to Illinois with him, and 
this he fina!ly consented to do, first giving bonds, as 
required by the Pennsylvania statute in relation to 
colored apprentices, that he would not take him 
into a slave State. As above stated, Thompson 
and the lad came to this city on Sdturday. 
By some means or other it got bruited about on 
Sunday afternoon that the boy was about being ta- 
ken into slavery and shortly before dark a crowd 
of mea, black and white, began to collected about 
the hotel, and the excitement and the crowd rapid. 
ly imcreased, until several ‘bandered  per- 
sous had gathered. A damand was made that the 
boy should be given up, and threats were made that 
unless the demand was complied with, he would be 
taken by force. At this stage of the proceedings Mr 
Allan Pinkerton, who had been requested by 
ductice D’wolf, to goto the hotel and investigate 
the matter, came there end tulked with both 
Mr. Thompson and the boy and after a full investi- 
gation of the case be was satisfied that the hoy was 
free, that he wished to go with Thompson and also 
that there was no doubt. bat that Mr. Thompson 
would treat the boy ina proper manner and had 
not the slightest idea of taking him anywhere else 
than tobis own home. As Mr. Pinkerton and Mr- 
D’Wolf are both well known abolitionists, it wa, 
supposed that « statement from them that there was 
no reason for interferiag with the boy's departure
